paid off its debt to the 4,500,000 
men who served 
in 
the World 


War upwards 
of 
$30,000,000,000 


probably will be spent, according 
to estimates made, today on the 
basis of the amount already ex- 
pended, incurred obligations and 
anticipated 
expenditures in the 


future. 


In connection 'with the annual 


report of General Frank T. Hines, 
director of the Veterans' adminis- 
tration, which showed an expendi- 
ture of $452,150,600 during 
the 


past year, it was learned that 
since the organization of the Vet- 
erans' Bureau more than $5,258,- 
000,000 has been spent in its 
activities. 


In addition there are outstand- 


ing adjusted 
service certificates 


which eventually must be redeem- 
ed by the government at a cost of 
nearly 53,500 000,000 


During the next two years there 


will be a substantial 
increase in 


expenditures on behalf of veterans, 
partially because of greater need 
for hospital facilities and a larger 
number of men taking advantage 
of the liberal 
feature of the law 


pertaining to hospitalization of the 
unfit. 


Mines' 
report 
indicated 
that 


veterans who obtained loans on 
their adjusted service certificates, 
as a rule, are now making repay- 
ment 


Since April 1, 1927, a total of 


2,357,697 
loans 
were 
made, 


amounting to $215,435.144, while 
up to June 30, 1930, collections on 
these loans totalled $8,848 811. 
It 


was understood that there has 
been a considerable increase m the 
number of loans made during the 
last year. 


The bureau is now m a position 


to handle applications 
with dis- 


patch, checks being mailed only a 
few days after the application is 
received 


"In the matter of hospitahza- 


tion, the bureau again experienced 


difficulty in fulfilling all of the 
demand for government 
hospital 


facilities tttat has been exerted by 
veterans

nected disabilities," Hines said

' There is much room for improve- 
ment in every municipal govern- 
ment, but the wonder is that they 
run. as efficiently as 
they aro. 


Even in the smaller city the le- 
sponsibilities of the mayor and 
councilmen are no less than those 
of executives of large corporations, 
and the latter has the advantage of 
years of training and expenence 
If private corporations make nrs- 
takes, it is not surprising that 
these public corporations make 
mistakes.
